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Anniial  Report  of  the  Medioal  Officer  of  Health 

for  the  Year  1954 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Penistone  Rural  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Anniial  Report  upon  the  Health  Services 
of  the  Penistone  Rtural  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  ,1954.  This 
document  conforms  to  the  pattern  of  those  reports  of  recent  previous  years  except 
that  there  is  some  sli^t  change  in  statistical  details  following  upon  a  change 
inform  of  returns  from  the  Registrar  General,  These  do  not  amount  to  much  and  can 
almost  be  ignored.  In  this  report  there  are  the  usual  comments  upon  the  Local 
Health  Author ity*s  Services  as  they  affect  the  District,  together  with  some 
statistics  concerning  those  Services. 

On  glancing  at  the  Vital  Statistics  we  notice  that  the  Birth  Rate 
has  gone  up  slightly  compared  with  1953  and  at  14.3  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population  is  slightly  less  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (15.2)  and  the  West 
Riding  Administrative  Co\inty  (i5.7).  The  corrected  Birth  Rate  for  Penistone  R\iral 
Distriot  is  15.6.  There  was  act\ially  one  more  birth  than  in  1953  but  there  was  a 
decrease  in  population  by  about  538. 

At  the  same  time  the  Death  Rate  has  increased  slightly,  the  Crude 
Rate  being  11.3  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  corrected  rate  after  the 
application  of  the  comparability  factor  is  12.0.  The  Rate  compares  well  with  that 
for  England  emd  Wales  and  is  also  less  than  the  Rate  for  the  West  Riding 
Administrative  County. 

A  most  unusual  feature  of  the  statistics  for  the  year  is  that  there 
were  5  still-births  giving  a  Still-Birth  Rate  of  45.5  per  1,000  Live  and  Still 
Sixths.  This  is  very  high  compared  with  the  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  23.4 
and  of  25,9  for  West  Riding  Administrative  County.  It  is  not  possible  to  put  a 
finger  on  the  real  cause  of  this  sharp  increase  in  Still-Birth  numbers,  so 
many  factors  come  into  the  problem.  It  is  worth  emphasising , however ,  that  the 
need  for  particular  Ante-ne.tal  care  is  still  very  important. 

The  Infantile  D©ath  Rate  has  also  jxamped  up  somewhat  compared 
with  1953  figures.  There  was  one  more  death  than  in  the  previous  year  and  with 
relatively  low  numbers  to  deal  with  one  infantile  death  can  make  a  marked  difference 


to  the  Rato. 
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The  Infantile  Death  Rato  for  Penistone  Riiral  District  compares  unfavourably  with 
those  for  England  and  Wales  and  for  West  Riding  Administrative  Coianty. 

Of  the  total  number  of  Deaths  attributed  to  the  District  for  1954  about 
40^  were  caused  by  Disease  of  the  Circulatory  System  including  Heart  Disease, 
whilst  a  little  over  15^  were  due  to  Malignant  Disease  of  all  forms.  Accidents 
accovinted  for  3  deaths  2  of  which  were  accidents  involving  Motor  Vehicles. 

The  year  1954  was  relatively  free  from  any  form  of  epidemic  of 
Infectious  Disease.  The  highest  incidence  was  13  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  a 
similar  number  of  Food  Poisoning  notification. 

The  question  of  wholesome  and  stiff icient  Water  Supplies  is  of  paramount 
importance  in  a  District  such  as  Penistone  Riiral  District  with  its  geographical 
difficulties,  its  scattered  population  and  its  varied  sources  of  supply. 
Nevertheless  I  have  to  report  that  during  the  year  the  supply  was  good  and  the 
quality  of  water  was  wholesome.  Of  a  total  of  2,392  houses  in  the  District  2,143 
or  approximately  ^Qffo  have  a  public  supply.  The  remaining  10^^  have  private 
supplies  which  appeared  to  be  satisfactory  both  qualitatively  and  quantitively 
throughout  the  year. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  is  another  important  matter  in  a  Rural 
District  such  as  Penistone  Rural  District.  Here, again,  conditions  are  very  good 
indeed  with  1,759  of  the  total  number  of  houses  sewered  to  the  public  sewer,  with 
the  remainder  to  well  supervised  septic  tank  or  cess  pool  systems.  There  are  still 
some  small  aggregations  of  houses  which  are  not  connected  to  public  sewers  such  as 
Carlecotes,  Crowedge,  High  Hoyland,  Inbirchworth,  Roughbirchworth  and  part  of 
Thurgoland.  It  is  expected, however,  that  in  the  near  futiire  the  scheme  for  the 
provision  of  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Inbirchworth  will  be  complete.

In  concluding  this  short  introduction  to  this  report  I  would  like  to 
offer  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
continued  help  througjiout  the  year.  I  am  also  grateful  to  the  Clerk  and  other 
officials  of  the  Covincil  for  their  advice  and  co-operation  I  would  like  to  put 
on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  loyal  support  I  received  from  Mr. Pearson, 

Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.  His  appointment  is  comparatively  recent, but  he  has 
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soon  established  himself  in  his  new  surroundings  and  his  advice  has  been  most 
valtiable  on  many  occasions. 


I  wsint  also  to  offer  my  grateful  thanks  to  Dr. J.J. Smith 
for  her  continued  help  throughout  the  year.

POPUIATION 

The  Registrar  General  has  given  his  estimation  of  the  population  at 
the  mid-year  as  7,330.  This  is  a  decrease  of  538  compared  with  that  for  1953. 

BIRTHS. 

There  were  105  live  births  attributed  to  the  district  during  1954.  Of 
these  49  were  males  and  56  females  This  was  1  more  than  1953.  There  was  1 
illegitimate  birth,  a  female. 

STILL  BIRTHS. 

During  the  year  there  were  5  still-births,  4  male  and  1  female. There 
were  no  illegitimate  still-births. 

DEATHS. 

83  deaths  were  attributed  to  the  district,  3  more  than  in  1953

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ATTACK  RATE  OF  C0IM)NER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


DISTRIBUTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  BY  AGE  GROUPS 
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During  the  year  there  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  incidence 
of  Scarlet  Fever  as  compared  with  1953.  There  was  a  total  of  13  cases.  This  is 
a  slightly  higher  Attack  Rate  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  and  that  for  the 
West  Riding  Administrative  County.  The  oases  were  nearly  all  confined  to  the 
"under  10  years"  age  group  only  one  being  older  than  this.  They  occurred 
during  the  first  two  quarters  of  the  year,  6  being  notified  from  Thurgoland , 

3  from  Ingbirchworth  and  one  each  from  Dunford  Bridge,  Sta inborough, Oxspring 
and  Silkstone  Common.  The  cases  were  all  mild. 

DIPHTHERIA. 


The  district  remained  free  from  Diphtheria  again  during  1954. 
Throughout  the  country  the  steady  fall  in  the  niimber  of  Diphtheria  cases 
continues.  During  1954  the  niimber  (provisional)  of  notifications  of 
Diphtheria  was  only  182  with  9  (provisional)  deaths  -  which  figures  are  in  the 
case  of  notifications  100  times  less  than  10  years  ago  and  in  the  case  of 
deaths  nearly  80  times  less, 

I  do  not  think  anyone  can  quarrel  with  the  opinion  that  this 
state  of  affairs  has  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the  campaign  for  immunization 
against  the  disease.  The  great  fear  in  all  minds  is  that  because  of  the 
absence  of  the  disease  from  our  midst  there  will  be  a  lack  of  sense  of  danger 
resulting  in  the  falling  off  of  the  immunization  habit.  I  must  emphasise 
that  it  is  most  important  that  a  high  level  of  immunization  must  be  maintained 
to  keep  Diphtheria  at  bay.  Once  we  allow  the  immunization  level  to  fall  the 
danger  of  the  recurrence  of  the  disease  in  the  district  in  rather  severe  form 
is  almost  certain.  What  I  advise  therefore  is  that  parents  and  guardians  of 
young  children  should  make  sure  that  their  young  charges  are  protected  against 
Diphtheria  before  the  child’s  first  birthday.  Immunization  is  free  and  can 
be  provided  by  the  parents’  own  Doctor  or  at  the  local  Clinic. 

During  1954,  52  children  under  the  age  of  5  years  and  16  between 
the  ages  of  5  and  15  received  iheir  primary  immunization  against  Diphtheria. 

In  addition  55  children  received  a  "booster"  dose  at  the  age  of  5  on  entering 
School.  It  is  in  the  child’s  interest  to  maintain  the  level  of  protection. 
Parents  and  Guardians  should  see  that  the  child  receives  these  reinforcing 
doses  of  the  antigen  at  the  age  of  5,  and  also  at  a  later  date  if  possible. 

mSIES. 

During  the  year  there  were  only  4  cases  of  measles  in  the  district. 
They  occurred  in  the  months  of  November  and  December  and  were  confined  to  the 
Thurgoland  area.  The  children  were  all  under  the  age  of  five. 

Over  the  past  few  years  the  incidence  of  measles  has  been 
relatively  high  and  it  is  obvious  that  during  1954  there  were  not  the  number 
of  susoeptibles  at  risk.  The  attack  rate  for  the  Penistone  Rural  District 
is  only  0.54  compared  with  the  figiire  of  3,32  for  England  and  Wales  of  3.47 
for  the  West  Riding  Administrative  Coimty. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 


Whooping  Cough  was  absent  from  the  district  during  1954. 

This  is  a  very  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  as  Yilhooping  Cough 
is  a  most  serious  disease  arid  can  cause  untoH  damage  to  young  life  and  for  that 
matter  to  elderly  people.  The  disease  is  highly  infectious  and  it  is  well  that 
at  the  present  time  the  infection  seems  to  be  at  bay. 

You  will  remember  I  reported  that  immunization  against  Vlhooping 
Cough  began  in  1952  and  the  scheme  has  been  in  operation  ever  since.  There  is 
still  the  slight  inconvenience  of  the  protection  requiring  three  injections 
at  monthly  intervals,  but  I  have  a  feeling  that  in  time  the  end  results  will 
justify  ■tile  means.  Quite  a  large  number  of  children  I  am  sure,  received 
protection  against  this  disease  from  the  family  Doctor  and  I  do  not  as  a  rule 
get  all  the  details  about  these  cases,  Never'theless  during  •the  year  18  young 
children  were  immunized  against  Whooping  Cough  under  the  Local  Heal'th 
Authority  Scheme, 
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PNEUMONIA.. 


There  wore  only  two  cases  of  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia  during  the 
year.  Both  cases  were  over  the  age  of  45.  There  was  one  death. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Dxiring  the  year  seven  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  (5  male  - 
2  female)  all  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  This  is  an  increase  compared 
with  the  figures  for  1953.  The  follov^ing  table  gives  the  age  and  sex 
distribution  of  these  oases.

Each  case  is  being  supervised  by  the  Chest  Physician,  one  case 
having  been  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium.  There  was  one  death  agmongst  those 
seven  cases,  a  male  56  years. 

Once  more  I  have  to  comment  upon  the  very  favourable  co-operation 
which  continues  to  exist  amongst  the  three  main  sections  of  the  service  dealing 
with  this  particular  disease.  I  am  responsible  for  the  epidemiological 
investigation  and  the  Chest  Physician  is  responsible  for  the  treatment.  The 
General  Practitioner  is  responsible  for  the  first  notification  and  probably  for 
the  supervision  of  the  case  if  being  treated  at  home.  The  link  connecting 
all  these  sections  is  the  Health  Visitor  who  visits  the  home,  advises  on  all 
matters  of  Medico-Social  nature  and  who  at  the  same  time  traces  contacts  and 
follows  up  all  possible  sources  of  infection.  This  Health  Visitor  is 
exclusively  employed  on  Tuberculosis  work  within  the  Division. 

FOOD  POISONING. 

During  tlie  year  13  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  to 
the  Department,  Of  these  12  occurred  in  a  large  training  college  for  teachers. 
The  attack  was  sudden  and  the  young  ladies  suffered  varying  degrees  of 
severity  of  symprfcc:r.s.  The  General  Practitioner,  who  was  called  in,  immediately 
notified  the  Departm.ent  and  one  of  us  went  without  delay  to  the  College  to 
enquire  into  the  probable  source  of  the  trouble.  We  were  able  to  collect  the 
remains  of  "the  meal  y-hich  was  suspected.  We  also  collected  specimens  from  the 
patients,  swabs  from  the  nose  and  throat  of  kitchen  staff,  and  swabs  from  the 
fingers  of  those  handling  the  food.  These  were  all  submitted  for  laboratory 
examination  and  although  some  organism  was  isolated  from  the  food  and  from  the 
hands  of  one  of  the  kitchen  staff  they  were  found  to  be  of  different  groups. 

In  spite  of  the  most  able  assistance  from  the  Director  of  the  Laboratory  we 
failed  to  get  any  definite  source  of  the  infection. 

There  were  no  more  cases  and  all  the  ladies  recovered  completely 
within  48  ho\irs.  We  were  able  to  advise  the  college  officials  on  some  matters 
of  Food  Handling  and  I  am  grateful  to  them  for  their  very  helpful  co-operation 
during  the  investigation. 
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The  other  oase  notified  was  a  case  of  one  person  suffering  from 
symptoms  suggestive  of  Food  Poisoning.  We  were  unable  to  find  any  cause  in 
this  case,  and  in  fact  no  organism  was  isolated  at  all.  It  is  of  the  utmost 
importance  that  we  keep  on  emphasising  the  danger  ■which  is  e'ver  present 
where  there  is  a  lot  of  Handling  of  Food.  The  more  it  is  handled  the  greater 
the  risk  of  its  being  contaminated.  Germs  can  contaminate  food  from  skin 
wounds,  infected  throats  and  nasal  passages,  or  from  contaminated  utensils. 

Food  Poisoning  is  almost  always  due  to  some  breakdown  in  General  and  Personal 
Hygiene.  It  is  so  easy  to  keep  hands, face, hair  and  skin  clean  and  to  see 
that  the  utencils  in  which  food  is  stored  are  also  clean.  Surely  the  least 
we  can  expect  is  "that  those  handling  our  food  should  be  alive  to  their 
responsibilities  sind  be  particular  about  Hygiene  in  their  every  action. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

No  opportunity  was  afforded  any  of  the  staff  to  give  lectures 
or  demonstrations  on  the  subject  of  Health  Education  It  is  not  easy  to  get 
groups  of  people  together  to  talk  to  "them  about  health.  They  do  not  seem  to 
bo  sufficiently  keen  to  go  to  the  trouble  of  attending  lectures.  We  did, however 
take  every  oppoz*tunity  to  talk  to  those  we  met  in  clinics  and  at  School  Medical 
Inspections.  The  Health  Visitors,  who  are  in  close  touch  with  the  homes  of 
many  of  the  people,  do  much  by  quiet  chats  about  the  various  aspects  of 
Healthy  Living  "which  are  currently  appropriate.  Posters  in  strategic  places 
also  convey  "their  message  and  we  use  them  when  and  "where  we  can. 


GENERAL  RPOVISION  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES 

HOSPITAI^. 

All  Hospital  services  are  provided  by  the  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  Cases  of  Infectious  Disease  are  admitted  to  the  Kendray 
Hospital, Barnsley,  or  the  Lodge  Moor  Hospital ,Sheffie Id. General  cases  are 
admitted  to  the  Beckett  Hospital , Barnsley,  or  the  Sheffield  Hospitals, 

Provision  for  maternity  cases  is  made  at  the  Hallamshire  Maternity 
Home, Chapel town,  the  St, Helen  Hospital , Barnsley ,  or  the  Jessop  Hospital  for 
Women,  Sheffield. 

lABORAT  ORY  SERVICES . 

Facilities  for  all  Laboratory  work  are  available  at  the  Sheffield, 
Barnsley  or  Wakefield  Laboratories  of  the  Medical  Research  Council.  Each  has 
a  Director  vdiose  advice  and  help  are  always  available  if  required, 

AMBUIANCE  FACILITIES. 

An  Ambulance  depot  at  Hoy land ,where  there  are  seven  vehicles, 
gives  a  service  covering  the  Penistone  Rural  District.  These  vehicles  are 
fitted  with  two’^ay  Radio  equipment  and  are, therefore,  in  constant  touch 
with  a  centre  no  matter  where  they  may  be  operating  at  the  time.  This,  in 
effect,  means  that  "the  District  is  served  by  all  those  vehicles  if  they  are 
required  in  an- -emergency.  A  call  to  the  depot  means  immediate  contact  -with 
the  ambulance  operating  nearest  to  "the  place  required.  It  can  be  diverted 
there  and  "then  to  the  case. 

There  have  been  some  misgivings  in  the  Penistone  District  about  the 
loss  of  the  depot  at  Penistone.  I  understand  that  the  County  Council  have  not 
altoge-ther  decided  against  the  re-tum  of  this  depot.  The  matter  is  still  being 
discussed  at  County  level. 

CLINICS. 

The  district  is  served  by  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  at  Shrewsbury  Rd, , 
Penistone  and  by  the  Clinic  at  the  Golf  Club  House,  Cawbhorne.  The  clinic 
at  Penistone  has  been  reconstructed  and  is  now  a  most  up-to-date  centre.  In 
this  building  we  ha"ve  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  services, School  Heal-th 
services  including  Eye  Clinics,  and  Speech  Therapy  and  we  hope, in  -the  near 
fu"ture,  a  well  equipped  Anta  Natal  clinic.  From  this  centre  we  distribute 
the  Welfare  Foods  to  those  entitled  to  have  them.  The  clinic  at  Cawthorne  is 
more  or  less  a  weighing  centre  and  a  centre  for  the  dis-bribution  of  the  Welfare 
Foods.  A  Ifedical  Officer  does  attend  once  a  month,  although  the  clinic  is 
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not  recognised  as  one  where  a  Medical  Officer  is  required.  The  reason  for 
the  attendance  of  the  Medical  Officer  goes  back  to  the  days  when  a  large 
number  of  foreign  families  took  up  residence  in  the  huts  in  the  local 
estate  grounds.  It  was  not  long  before  these  young  folkc  found  their  way 
to  the  clinic.  The  Health  Visitor  in  charge  found  that  there  were  many  who 
required  advice  which  she  felt  unable  to  give  without  the  backing  of  a 
Medical  Officer.  The  Health  Visitor  appealed  to  me  and  although  the  clinic 
could  not  warrant  the  establishment  of  a  Medical  Officer  I  offered  to  go 
personally,  once  a  fortni^t,  to  help.  The  arrangement  worked  quite  well. 

When  the  time  came  that  all  those  families  wore  transferred  from  the  area,  it 
was  found  that  the  young  folks  of  Cawthorne  and  district  still  wanted  a 
Medical  Officer  and  ever  since  I  have  continued  to  attend,  although  once  a 
month  is  found  to  be  all  that  is  required. 

At  the  Cawthorne  Clinic  during  the  year  38  children  attended  and 
in  all  163  attendances  were  made, 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

A  subsidiary  Clinic  is  held  at  Weston  House,High  St. ,Penistone , 
on  the  first  and  third  Thursdays  in  each  month.  The  main  Clinic  at 
46,Church  St, , Barnsley,  is  available  for  more  detailed  examinations .

The  Public  Mortuary  at  Penistone  servos  the  Parishes  adjacent  to  the 
Centre,  whilst  other  Parishes  use  the  Mortuary  at  Dodworth, 

HEALTH  visrrnrc 


There  are  two  Health  Visitors  serving  the  combined  area  of 
Penistone  Urban  and  Rural  Districts.  The  new  establishment  is  threov/ 
but  women  power  shortage  means  that  we  have  not  been  able  to  complete 
this  establishment.  The  two  Health  Visitors  operating  within  the  Area 
have  their  own  respective  section  which  corresponds  more  or  less  with  the 
iwo  County  Districts.  Miss  Haigh  is  principally  engaged  in  the  Urban 
District  whilst  Ifrs.lfewson  operates  within  the  Rural  District.  There  is  some 
slight  overlap,  of  coiirse,  but  each  of  these  excellent  nurses  can  and  do 
operate  in  each  other* s  section  as  the  need  arises.  One  of  the  Health 
Visitors  is  mobile  and  this  is  most  necessary.  It  is  hoped  that  the  other 
will  be  mobile,  too,  in  the  near  future. 

These  two  ladies  are  most  valuable  members  of  the  Health  team  in 
the  District.  They  are  well  trained  to  give  advice  on  all  sorts  of  Medico- 
Social  problems.  They  work  in  close  liaison  with  the  family  doctors  as  well 
as  with  the  Hospital  Almoners  and  the  Public  Health  department.

HOIE  NURSING. 


Resident  within  the  Rtiral  District  we  have  one  Home  Nurse  - 
Mrs.Guckion  at  Crane  Moor.  The  District  is  also  served  by  the  two  Home  Nurse/ 
Midwives  resident  in  Penistone.  It  is  inevitable  that  some  overlap  of  the 
service  takes  place  as  between  Urban  and  Rural  Districts . 
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Each  of  these  niirses  is  well  trained  and  has  proved  to  bo  highly 
effioient  in  her  work.  Home  Nursing  is  becoming  a  vital  section  of  the  Health 
Seirvioes.  General  Practitioners  are  realising  just  hcwr  much  these  nurses  oan 
oontribute  to  the  wellbeing  of  the  patient  and  how  indispensible  they  are.  This 
ihoroase  in  the  demand  for  the  services  of  a  trained  nurse  is  being  felt 
throughout  the  whole  Coimty.  So  much  is  this  so  that  at  Co\mty  level  it  is 
boing  suggested  that  the  establishment  of  Home  Nurses  throughout  the  County 
might  have  to  be  increased. 


The  Home  Nurses  in  this  district  maintained  their  good  work 
during  1954  attending  in  all  249  patients  involving  almost  4,500  visits.  These 
nurses  are  all  mobile  and  fully  equipped.

The  Midwifery  Service  in  the  District  is  provided  by  a  Midwife 
resident  in  Silkstone  and  by  the  two  District  Nurse/Midwives  at  Penistone.  Like 
the  Home  Nvtrsing  Service  there  is  an  overlap  as  between  the  Urban  and  Rural 
Districts  and  like  the  Home  Nursing  Service  it  is  difficult  to  give  the  exact 
f  ig\n:es  of  cases  attended  in  the  Rural  District.  All  of  these  most  capable 
ladies  are  fully  equipped  and  are  mobile.  Each  is  qualified  to  administer  Gas 
and  Air  Analgesia  and  each  has  in  her  possession  the  appropriate  apparatus. 

Diiring  the  year  the  Midwives  attended  106  confinements  in 
Penistone  Rural  district  102  as  Midwives  and  4  as  Maternity  Nvirses.  Of  the 
106  patients  confined  33  availed  themselves  of  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia.

NAT lON/^L  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act, 1948,  or  the  Amendment  Act, 1951,  during  the  period  under  review. 

DOLESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 

I  have  to  report  that  this  service  was  used  quite  exteixsively 
during  the  year  and  is  proving  a  most  valuable  contribution  to  the  Health 
Service.  There  is  no  need  for  me  to  explain  in  detail  what  the  service  is, 
and  how  it  works  other  than  to  point  out  that  the  service  means  the  provision 
of  someone  in  the  home  to  take  the  place  of  the  Wife  anchor  Mother  who  is 
temporarily  incapacitated  through  illness  or  any  other  means. 

Since  this  service  became  available  the  demand  has  always  exceeded 
the  supply  and  in  certain  areas.  Home  Help  hoxirs  and  Domestic  Helps  have  been 
strictly  rationed.  Each  Division  is  given  a  maximum  beyond  which  they  cannot  go 
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6uid  thus  it  has  been  necessary  on  one  or  two  occasions  to  clip  hours 
from  cases  so  that  other  applicants  might  get  some  help.  The  position  was 
reviewed  at  County  level  early  in  the  year  and  ein  increase  in  the  overall 
establishment  of  Domestic  Helps  was  approved  in  April.  This  immediately 
lessened  the  strain  on  the  Service  and  as  far  as  I  am  concerned  it  meant 
that  there  was  no  need  to  restrict  the  facilities  in  any  form  whatever. 

In  Penistone  Rural  District  we  have  not  got  a  very  large  pool 
of  Home  Helps  to  draw  upon, but  what  we  have  are  able  and  kindly  women, 
and  they  do  a  good  job  of  v/ork. 

Dxiring  the  year  under  review  a  total  of  11  Domestic  Helps  were 
provided  in  the  Penistone  Rural  District,  attending  at  the  homes  of  21 
patients.  In  all  there  were  3,745  Domestic  Help  hours  provided.  In 
general  the  types  of  cases  vAiare  the  Domestic  Help  Service  was  made 
available  could  be  classified  as  follows:-  Aged  and  General  Illness, 
Children, Maternity  Cases , Tuberculosis. 

DISTRIBUTION  OF  WEUARE  FOODS. 

You  will,  no  doubt,  be  aware  of  the  fact  that  during  the  year 
the  Local  Offices  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  were  closed  and  the  business  of 
the  distribution  of  Welfare  Foods  became  the  responsibility  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  In  July  distribution  began  \mder  the  supervision  of  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer.  There  were  many  difficulties  to  overcome, not 
the  least  being  the  arrangement  of  staff  to  be  available  at  regular  times 
to  distribute  the  commodities  It  can  be  seen  from  the  under-mentioned 
table  that  in  Penistone  Rxoral  District  these  foods  can  be  obtained  from 
Cawthorae  Clinic  on  Clinic  days;  at  the  shop  or  house  of  Mrs.Laycock  in 
Thurgoland  and  at  the  Co-operative  shop  in  Cranemoor. 

The  distribution  of  these  foods  involves  the  maintenance  of 
records,  the  selling  of  foods  and  the  careful  checking  of  the  sales  and 
supplies;  all  of  which  is  carried  out  by  volxmtary  workers  Generally 
speaking  the  facilities  for  obtaining  these  Welfare  Foods  in  the  Rural 
District  of  Penistone  means  no  change  to  what  it  was  previously.  The 
only  difference  I  can  see  is  that  the  foods  could  be  obtained  from  Penistone, 
any  day  including  Saturday  morning,  at  the  Local  Office  of  the  Ministry  of 
Food,  Now  a  supply  can  be  obtained  only  at  the  Clinic  in  Penistone  on  two 
afternoons  of  the  week. 

I  have  to  point  out, however,  that  these  Welfare  Foods  can  be 
obtained  at  any  Distribution  Centre  and  not  necessarily  the  one  in  the 
district  in  which  the  purchaser  resides.  As  a  matter  of  interest  I  have 
appended  below  the  amount  of  Welfare  Foods  distributed  during  the  five 
months  to  the  31st  December,  and  I  also  append  a  general  list  of 
Distribution  Centres  throughout  Division  22.

HOUSING  ACT,  1956 


Ten  houses  of  substandard  character  were  closed  or  demolished  during 
the  year.  The  occupants  of  these  houses  were  re-housed  in  new 
Council  houses.

MEAT  DfSPECTION 


The  relaxation  of  Ministry  Control  commenced  on  July  1st  1954  and 
four  private  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  for  a  period  of  four  years. 
Inspection  of  all  cattle  killed  at  these  premises  has  been  rigorously 
carried  out  and  a  brief  summary  of  the  work  entailed  is  appended.

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PREVENTION  OF  EAMAGE  BY  FESTS  ACT,  1949 
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The  Coimoil  does  not  employ  a  full  or  part  time  rodent  operator.  Two 
employees  are  trained  for  rodent  control.  All  the  Council's  tips  were 
periodically  treated  dxiring  the  year.  The  sewers  and  sewage  works  were 
kept  under  constant  survey  and  treatment  generally  was  carried  out  where 
necessary.  Complaints  were  received  of  mice  infestation  from  three 
schools  in  the  area  where  canteen  facilities  were  available.  A  successful 
treatment  was  carried  out  in  each  case, 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS 


There  are  15  Factories  registered  in  the  area,  20  inspections  being 
made  during  the  year.  Provision  of  additional  water  closets,  urinals  and 
wash  basins  were  provided  in  two  premises.  Two  inspections  were  made 
under  Section  37  of  the  1937  Act,  and  Means  of  Escape  from  Fire 
certificates  were  issued  in  each  case. 

34  shops  are  registered  in  the  area  tinder  the  Shops  Act  1912-1938. 
Inspections  are  periodically  made  and  conditions  usually  found 
satisfactory.
